The Congressman has answer* 


ed roll calls and Voted 4,183 
times on the record and several 
thousand times where there was 
no record vote. "These votes 
have been for war, peace. nat« 
ional defense and security, and 
on every conceivable Issue." 


"The Nation is on the move. 


The competition under our free 
enterprise 
system was never 


more intense," he says. "It is 
therefore highly important that 
we have the best, most capable 
representation 
possible in the 


Congress. It is no sand-lot ball 
game; it is the major league." 


Pointing out that by contin- 


uous service and seniority, un- 
der a long-established rule in 
the 
congress, 
one becomes 


chairman of a major committee. 
He says "it took me 16 years to 
get to be chairman of the Com- 
merce Committee."

—Baltimore's fanciest Barber is 
back in business! 


Steve Barber, who bossed the 


Oriole's pitching corps a year 
ago with a 20-13 mark, can count 
his 1964 victories on one hand.
